Robert M. Long, principal of 
the academy, accused of whip- 
ping a 12-year-old Rockdale Coun- 
ty boy, and F. G. Nelms, super- 
intendent of the Macon academy, 
were ordered to appear before 
the state board at 10 a.m. today. 

Nelms told The Constitution last 
night that Long ‘‘acted in the line 
of duty in punishing the boy for 
misconduct.” 

BRUISED BOY 

Obviously alarmed by the 
bruises on the body of the par- 
tially blind boy, Board Chairman 
George Whitman Jr. of Atlanta 
immediately demanded the oust- 
ing of Ne!ms and Long. 

Vice Chairman James Peters of 
Manchester pointed out the two 
are covered by the Merit System. 
He said the charges should be in- 
vestigated and a hearing held be- 
fore any action is taken. 

Supt. Nelms said the boy wasn’t 
as badly hdrt as the bruises 
seemed to indicate. He said he 


Le examined the student Sunday, fol- 


lowing Saturday’s whipping, and 
that the whipping wasn't brutal. 
Nelms said discoloration of 
bruises tends to make an injury 
look worse than it really is. 

The superintendent said he 
thought the mother had become 
unduly disturbed. He quoted the 
boy as admitting he deserved the 
whipping.

“The boy has been harmed 
more by the publicity than he 
whipping,’” Nelms 
contended. ‘‘He is a sweet kid, 
and it is unfortunate that he and 
the school are being harmed.”

Churchill To Retire

The 22.000 former Communist sol- 
diers who refused to return to slavery are 
on the road to freedom. In full sight of the 
entire world, these faceless men become a 
symbol of hope to the enslaved millions 
beiind the Iron Curtain and a shining 
beacon for those who would preserve 
their liberty.

“There probably never will be a con- 
f ce about Korean unity or peace. The 
tetgibly costly Korean War will have ac- 
ca@@plished only one thing—the preserva- 
tiom of the status quo—the real aim of the 

United States in intervening in the first 
place. It will end as a war of no victory, 
unless it be to demonstrate that aggres- 
sion can and will be checked by collec- 
tive armed might. 

In the meantime, the 22,000 ex-Com- 
munist prisoners are on the way to free- 
dom, They have come great distances 
over rough terrain, as men throughout 
history have been forced to do to escape 
the chains that bound them. They are a 
living expression of man’s struggle against 
tyranny. 

. Freedom is not easily won. It is even 
more difficult to maintain. An enslaved 
people is a threat to all others. We must 
continue, therefore, to teach the lesson 
that these 22,000 have learned until the 
millions who remain in chains rise up and 
frée themselves.

Another Revolution 


Should there be any lingering doubts 
that we are moving rapidly into the 
atomic age, an event scheduled today 
should erase them. At Groton, Conn., the 
Navy’s first atomic-powered submarine 
will be launched. It is perhaps the most 
significant naval development since the 
steam engine replaced sails. 


Although its performance and other 
details will remain a secret, the Nautilus 
is expected to surpass all “expectations. 
Navy sources modestly predict that it will 
be the most potent sea weapon of all 
time. As they did with the steam engine, 
there are those who say that it will never 
be practical. 

One man says differently. In fact, 
Rear Adm. Hyman George Rickover will 
become known to history as the father of 


the atomic submarine. Due to his efforts, 


the reactor for ships is a reality now in- 
stead of at some time in the distant fu- 
ture. His dream began at Oak Ridge in 
1946 and he finally sold the idea to au- 
thorities. Five years from the date of au- 
thorization, the atomic sub is here. 

Rickover is the man Navy brass slated 
for retirement. Only intervention by civil- 
ian authorities prevented it. Business 
Week magazine says “It would be hard to 
find a more unpopular naval officer this 
side of the fictional Capt. Queeg of The 
Caine Mutiny.” The trouble was he got 
things done and was addicted to trampling 
on anyone who got in his way. 

It has been a costly project. The sub 
itself will be costly to run. But what has 
been learned in its construction will open 
the way to building other atomic reactors 
for ships, planes and motor vehicles and 
for harnessing its vast potential to civilian

His other role 
is as a staff officer to the Presi- 
dent in the field of labor. 

Sound of judgment, equable in 
temperament, experienced in labor 
relations and in government, the 
secretary has impressed the peo- 
ple in his department and labor 
leaders with his ability and sin- 
cerity and clear purpose in a posi- 
tion that offers a real challenge 
always. He was in charge of in- 
dustrial relations for Blooming- 
dale's, a New York department 
store, before@coming to Washing- 
ton as an expert in manpower for 
the Army. He had a large circle 
of friends and admirers already 
in government before he was sin- 
gled out for the Labor Department 
post. In his new job he has found 
labor leaders most cooperative and 
he and they have found it possible 
to discuss any and all problems. 

He is still engaged in a thor- 
ough survey of his new domain. 
His endeavor is to coordinate it 
and install some central direction 
into what had become a loose con- 
federation of bureaus acting inde- 
pendently of one another. 

One after another he called in 
the heads of bureaus and divisions 
to find out functions and cost of 
.each. Some replacements are be- 
ing made; but many veteran offi- 
cials who were found most compe- 
tent public servants are being re- 
tained, so tHere is no upheaval.

Held the Line 


The world knows him as “Stone- 
wall.”” His men called him ‘Old 
Jack.”’ “Old Jack,”’ they said, was 
greater than...

But he wasn't 
old, this man 
Jackson. He was only 39 when he 
died at Guir@y’s Station, Va., a 
week after he was shot at Chan- 
cellorsville. If he seemed old be- 
yond his years, it was not without 
cause. 


Thomas Jonathan Jackson, had 
had it rough from the day he was 
born in a cottage at Clarksburg, 
Va. The date probably was Jan. 
21. The birth was not recerded and 
Jackson had no mind for dates. 


Tom Jackson's father died when 
the boy was three, his mother 
when he was seven. He and the 
other two children were passed 
around among relatives. 

At 18 he was supporting him- 
self as county constable. The same 
year the district's appointee to 
the West Point Military Academy 
“resigned’’ and Jackson got the 
place. From then on his career 
was with the Army. 


He graduated right out of the 
Academy into the Mexican War, 
came out of it as a major, then 
did a tour of duty at Fort Hamil- 
ton, N.Y., and another at Fort 
Meade on Tampa Bay. Florida is 
not going to like this, but the cli- 
mate around Tampa did not agree 
with the Virginian. In 1851, offered 
a place on the faculty at Virginia 
Military Institute, Major Tom Jack- 
son jumped at the chance, glad to 
get home to the Valley of Virginia. 


Jackson was married twice. His 
first wife died in childbirth 14 
months after the marriage. The 
second Mrs. Jackson survived her 
husband by many years and wrote 
a book “The Life and Letters of 
‘Stonewall Jackson.’ ”’ 


Major Jackson left homé on an 
April Sunday in ‘61 to lead the 
VMI cadets into the Confederacy. 
From that time, his wife wrote, 
“his private life becomes public 
history.’”’ Three months later at 
a little creek near Manassas Sta- 
tion, Tom Jackson became 
*Stonewall’’ Jackson, thanks to a 
remark by Gen. B. E. Bee. 

It could have come earlier. At 
Chapultepec in Mexico, his outfit 
badly nicked, Lt. Tom Jackson held 
his ground. Asked later why he 
didn’t give way, he said, “If I 
had been ordered to run, I should 
have done so. But I was directed 
to hold mv position and I had no 
right to abandon it.” 

Like a stone wall, that’s what 
it was. Except Gen. Bee wasn't 
in Mexico to say so. 

Thousands of years before, a 
general named Gideon had taken

people. It wasn't because his ser- 
mons were better than some other 
preacher's. It was rather because 
of The Spirit which possessed him. 
We say of some person, “‘He has 
a bad spirit.’’ Of another we say, 
“He has‘a good spirit.’”” Of some 
we say, ‘‘He has the Spirit of God.” 
When we have the spirit of God, 
St. Paul tells us we have “‘love, 


joy, peace, long-suffering, gentle- 
ness, goodness, faith” (Galations 
5:22). That is, when the Holy 


Spirit comes into your life, the 
hates which poison your soul are 
driven out, you become happy and 
you have peace of mind and of 
heart. You are able to face the 
difficult and hard places of life 
victoriously, you become. relaxed 
and at ease and you naturally do 
the right things. 

You become undefeatable be- 
cause no matter what mountains 
there might be in your way, you 
have the faith to move those 
mountains. 

Whether we realize it or not, it 
is the Holy Spirit that all of us 
desire most to have. Yet, because 
so many have missed catching the 
Spirit, religion means little or noth- 
ing to them. 


Thus, a Four-Power Conference is to be held next week in ‘Berlin, 
To the whole world the impression has been conveyed that the for- 
eign secretaries of the four major powers—Soviet Russia, Great Brit- 
ain, France and the United States—will sit down together and attempt 


to negotiate a settlement of 
world problems. But everybody 
who knows the score is well 
aware that no such thing will 
happen. 


For one thing, if there were to 
be any concessions or any trad- 
ing or bargaining or anything 
that eould remotely resemble 
negotiation, it would not be car- 
ried on under klieg lights. The 
four-power representatives, to be 
sure, will hold their meetings 
with the press excluded. 

If Soviet Russia had any con- 
cession to make, if it had any- 
thing to offer by way of a plan 
that might form the basis for 
mutual discussion, the facts 
could have been better transmit- 
ted privately through diplomatic 
channels. 

Why then are four-power con 
ferences held? Only as a means 
of propaganda and counter-prop- 
aganda. The governments of the 
United States, France and Great 
Britain cannot turn down an offer 
to talk. As long as they maintain 
diplomatic relations, they are 
compelled to talk—in private or 
in public whenever one party 
wants such conversations or con- 
ferences. 

It seems to be important to 
the Soviets to continue to let 
their people believe that the West 
is bent on war, and the Four- 


Power Conference is a means 
whereby Moscow seeks to show 
that it is conciliatory and ready 
to make a settlement, but that 
the Allies are not. The propa- 
ganda war is carried on with an 
eye toward Asia, which is the 
principal battleground today. 

All previous conferences with 
the Soviets have lasted weeks 
and weeks without result. Not a 
Single international conference in 
which the Soviets have partici- 
pated since the close of World 
War IT has led to any result that 
could be said to have remeved 
tension even for a brief period. 

The Soviet negotiators are 
counting mostly on the division 
among the Allies. They see Brit- 
ain ready to trade with Red 
China. They see appeasement 
sentinment rising in. Europe. 
This is an opportune moment to 
put America on the spot—as the 
Communists see it. But the 
American secretary of state, 
John Foster Dulles, is an ex- 
perienced negotiator and a man 
who is well aware of the tricks 
used by the Communists. It is 
unfortunate that so many per- 
sons in the free world have been 
led to believe a réal “negotia- 
tion” is forthcoming — when 
actually it is just another chap- 
ter in the propaganda battle of 
the “cold war.”
